Barry Town United 
in historic victory! 


BARRY TOWN UNITED has won 
a historic battle to return to the 
Welsh League. 

A legal judgement at Cardiff High Court 
said the Football Association of Wales 
(FAW) should have backed one of its own 
committee’s recommendations that the club 
be allowed to join the league’s division 
three. 

The Football Association of Wales said it 
accepted the decision taken by the court. 

A spokesman confirmed: “The associa¬ 
tion will be acting upon the recommenda¬ 
tion made. A FAW council meeting will 
take place on Wednesday.” (As The GEM 
was going to press). 

Supporters will have expected that meet¬ 
ing to rubber stamp a return to the Welsh 
league. They will then be able to claim vic-

tory in a campaign that started late last sea¬ 
son when the club was withdrawn from the 
league by Stuart Lovering. 

The legal dispute was a ‘high stakes’ vic¬ 
tory for the campaign - defeat could have 
meant being condemned to local parks foot¬ 
ball. However,the supporters’ committee 
and the manager Gavin Chesterfield tri¬ 
umphed. 

The Vale’s MP Alun Cairns said he was 
thrilled for the supporters. 

“Having worked closely with the sup¬ 
porters’ committee for more than a year, I 
am truly delighted that they won the case. 

“I want to pay tribute to their efforts and 
commitment. Many would have given up.” 


Mr Cairns said he believed Barry Town 
supporters had been treated poorly by the 
Welsh FA Council, but their commitment to 
the cause had seen them through. 

“I am personally aware of the hours and 
hours they have spent planning, organising, 
raising funds, lobbying - and a host of other 
activities. 

“Having come to know them well over 
recent times, I know the club is in safe 
hands. 

“Last October, I organised a meeting 
with the Welsh FA and the supporters’ com¬ 
mittee and, at that time, we were desperate 
to get to the end of the season. 

“We also acknowledged then that a drop 
of two divisions would be worth it - if that 
gave them control of the club.

take the enforcement of 
the offence of not clean¬

However, I can con¬ 
firm that our enforce¬ 
ment officers responded 
to each letter and took 
the appropriate action in 
the circumstances relat¬ 
ing to the person stated 
within these anonymous 
letters of complaint. 


health risks associated 
with abandoned dog fae¬ 
ces, I can inform your 
readers that freshly 
deposited dog faeces are 
not infectious as the tox- 
ocara eggs within the 
faeces do not become 
infectious for at least 
two to three weeks after 
the faeces have been 
deposited and the coun¬ 
cil normally provide a 
weekly street cleansing 
service and dog faeces 
are cleansed prior to 
them becoming infec¬ 
tious. 

Having said that, I 
would strongly suggest 
that no matter how long 
the dog faeces have been 
on the street, or open 
space, that no member 
of the public touches it 
in any way.

They comment on issues about 
the generous level of voluntary 
redundancy payments last year, 
and blame each other’s political 
tribe - but in my judgement, both 
parties have had a hand in the mat¬ 
ter. 

Yes, most decisions appear to 
have been made when the 
Conservatives were running the 
show, but did any councillors 
oppose the policies and decisions 


taken? These events take place 
behind closed doors, making it 
impossible for taxpayers to chal¬ 
lenge, or to witness,the perform¬ 
ance of those in power, and oppo¬ 
sition committee members. 

The annual Statement of 
Accounts should be a good place 
to look for information, but the 
presentation of some data is not 
helpful in clarifying details. 

For example, figures relating to 
voluntary redundancy payments or 


packages agreed totalled 
£2,242,825 -15 of which 
(£948,703) were for employees 
earning more than £40,000. 

The accounts also show that the 
three senior managers who left last 
year, received the maximum dis¬ 
cretionary compensation payment 
of £30,000: a policy agreed, with¬ 
out comment, at a special council 
meeting one month before the last 
election in 2012. 

We are told by both parties that 


savings made are not available, but the senior management restructure

I F developers 
have their way, 
there will be 
approximately 700 
houses built on the 
outskirts of Barry 
at Weycock Cross; 
my question is, do 
we really need all 
these houses? 

The two proposed 
developments at Green 
Farm and Walters Farm 
will once again encroach 
on the countryside and 
farm land and make the 
Vale’s largest town even 
bigger. 

A large development 
such as this will have a 
detrimental effect on the 
road system and infra¬ 
structure in the area, 
with extra pressure on 
doctors’ surgeries, 
schools. 

According to the Vale 
of Glamorgan website, 
there are 749 private 
properties in the Vale 
that have been vacant in 
excess of six months.

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Weycock Cross plans 
highlight ‘speculative’ 
housing applications 


BARRY TOWN 
COUNCIL’S plan¬ 
ning committee 
heard a strong 
objection to plans to 
build 500 houses on 
the northern side of 
Weycock Cross on 
Tuesday, August 6. 

Plaid Cymru town 
councillor Ian Johnson 
told The GEM that a 
group called the Friends 
of Weycock Cross told 
committee membes that 
the location was the site 
of two sites of nature 
conservation. 

He explained: “They 


also raised concerns 
about the impact of a 
substantial increase in 
car traffic upon the top 
road along Port Road 
towards the Docks Link 
Road and Culverhouse 
Cross. 

“This application 
comes at the same time 
as a similar application 
for another 200 houses 
on Green Farm, on the 
other side of Weycock 
Cross. 

“Fears were raised that 
this would be the precur¬ 
sor to further building to 
fill in the land as far as 
the Cwm Ciddy pub and 


Formal objections 
to Weycock Cross 
plans are made 


FOLLOWING a 
recent meeting of 
the Friends of 
Weycock Cross 
Committee, formal 
letters of objection 
have been sent to 
the Vale Council’s 
planning depart¬ 
ment and Taylor 
Wimpey concerning 
an application for 
housing develop¬ 
ment on Green 
Farm, Weycock 
Cross. 

Objectors cite content 
of the UDP prior to the 
issue of the new LDP, 
proposed building on 
active agricultural land, 
designated green wedge, 
outside the urban bound¬ 
ary, existing inadequate 
road infrastructure, 
adverse effect on existing 
local services e.g. 
schools, medical and 
dental surgeries, together 
with concerns over 
drainage and sewerage 
issues. 

They also list potential 


destruction of the envi¬ 
ronment and natural 
habitats, pollution with 
its close proximity to 
Porthkerry Country Park 
and a general reduction 
in the overall quality of 
life for existing local res¬ 
idents. 

Spokesman Frank 
Cleland said: “The com¬ 
mittee hopes that every¬ 
one affected by the pro¬ 
posed development will 
raise their objections in 
writing to the Vale’s 
planning department as 
lack of formal resistance 
to the plans will lead to 
an inevitable result. 

“We would welcome 
assistance or comment 
particularly from affect¬ 
ed residents or anyone 
with experience of plan¬ 
ning developments.

Coun Johnson said the 
Vale Council appeared to 
have ‘scrapped’ the Local 
Development Plan with 
no consideration of how 
developers would 

respond. 

He pointed out: “I 
worry that Barry and the 
rest of the Vale will now 
get a whole range of 
speculative housing 

applications while there 
are no plans in place. The 
target number of houses 
for the Vale needs to be 
revised as the population 
has not grown as fast as 
originally predicted.” 

Six days after making 
its presentation to Barry 
Town Council, the 
Friends of Weycock 
Cross held a lively sec¬ 
ond public meeting on 
Monday this week. 

A spokesperson told 
The GEM that people 
were concerned that in 
the absence of a new 
LDP, the housebuilder 
Taylor Wimpey was 
attempting to obtain con¬ 
sent to develop the site at 
Green Farm prior to a 
new LDP which may or 


may not contain the land 
for potential develop¬ 
ment. 

The group told The 
GEM there were short 
presentations from Alun 
Cairns MP, and local 
councillors Rhona 
Probert , Claire Curtis 
and Phil Clarke on plan¬ 
ning objection procedure 
for the development of 
200 houses by Taylor 
Wimpey on existing agri¬ 
cultural land at Green 
Farm. 

The people making 
presentations urged 
members of the public to 
put their objections in 
writing to the Vale 
Council. Local residents 
received letters on 
August 6 giving them 
only 21 days to object. 

Following the meet¬ 
ing, Alun Cairns said: “It 
is important that anyone

A spokesperson said: 
“The site was originally 
allocated for residential 
development in the 
Deposit Local 

Development Plan, so we 
progressed with the 
preparation of an outline 
planning application for 
the land. 

“Regardless of the fact 
the LDP has been with¬ 
drawn by the local plan¬ 
ning authority following 
the last elections, there 
remains a proven hous¬ 
ing need in the Vale, 
which will need to be met 
via the development of 
various sites.”

It is unfortunate 
that there is the delay to 
the LDP process which 
creates uncertainty for 
everyone, however we 
feel it is prudent to con¬ 
tinue with our applica¬ 
tion in the meantime.”

Thieves steal 
gully grids 


THIEVES have 
stolen 12 drainage 
gully grids in 
Barry, Llandough 
and Penarth in the 
last week - while a 
further two have 
been taken from 
roads in Dinas and 
Sully in the last 
fortnight. 

The latest spate of 
theft comes after more 
than 70 gully grids were 
stolen during February 
and March of this year. 
Several of the roads that 
were targeted earlier this 
year have been struck 
again, indicating that the 
same group or individual 
is likely to be responsi¬ 
ble for the latest raids. 

The estimated cost 
of replacing each gully 
grid could be as much as 
£200 per grid.

AN initial consulta- weeks. Drop-in ses- 


tion to discuss the 
possibility of merg¬ 
ing two single-sex 
secondary schools 
in Barry - to create 
one mixed boys 
and girls school in 
the town - will take 
place in September.

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Dr Jonathan Hicks tells 
the story of one of Barry’s 
heroes of the Great War 


Barry man was 
killed in last days 
of World War One 


LANCE Corporal William 
Edward Durbin, of the Border 
Regiment, was born in 
Caerleon in July 1893, but 
owing to the employment 
prospects provided by the 
growing port of Barry, his 
family moved to the town. 

Before the Great War, he had 
been an apprentice plumber at the 
Tyne Engine Works at Barry Docks 
and was the son of Mr and Mrs 
Alfred Durbin of 57, Castle Street, 
Barry. 

William enlisted as a Kitchener 
volunteer in November 1914 and 
was sent to Suvla Bay, Gallipoli, in 
October 1915. On February 25, 
1916, he was awarded seven days 
Field Punishment Number One for 
insolence to an officer at Sidi Bishr 
in Alexandria. 

He obviously learnt his lesson, 
because on November 18, 1916, he 
was appointed Lance Corporal. 

He was decorated with the 
Military Medal for bravery on 
August 22,1917, near St Julien dur¬ 
ing the battle of Third Ypres, or 
Passchendale. William was a sig¬ 
naller, so perhaps he was one of the 
men mentioned in the War Diary: 
“Owing to the heavy shelling 
throughout the morning, all tele¬ 
phone lines were cut, and in spite of 
the splendid effort of the linesmen, 
communication was kept up chiefly 
by runners who did splendid work.” 

On September 22, 1917, he was 
appointed Corporal but was wound¬ 
ed in action on October 14,1917 - a 
gunshot wound to his arm. He 
reverted to the rank of Lance 
Corporal on this date. 

After a short period of leave at 
home in Barry, he returned to the 
Western Front and on October 15, 


1918, the battalion had been 
ordered to attack the German posi¬ 
tions around Saline and Heule, east 
of Ypres. 

They came under machine gun 
fire and artillery fire directed by 
German aircraft, and William 
Durbin was one of the 104 casual¬ 
ties. 

His list of personal effects were: 
letters, photos, his diary, two books, 
some postcards and a leather case. 

William is remembered on the All 
Saints Church marble memorial 
and on the brass plaque in Romilly 
School, as well as in the Hall of 
Memory in Barry Memorial Hall. 

The town where he fell in Belgium 
is to hold a special commemorative 
event in October 2018.

Demolition restarts 
after seagull saga 


THE go-ahead has 
been given for 
Newydd Housing 
Association on the 
former Barry 
Magistrates Court 
site, after nesting 
seagulls and their 
chicks prevented 
demolition work 
from continuing. 

Demolition began on 
May 13 by contractors 
Aberdare Demolition, 
but was halted on July 
12, until seagull chicks 
had fledged their nests 
from the roof of the 
building in Barry. 

An inspection of the 
roof by the Vale Council 
ecologist on August 8 
has concluded that 
although young seagulls 
can still be seen on the 
building, the chicks are 
now fully capable of 
avoiding demolition 
work and are considered 
to have fledged their 
nests,” a spokeswoman 
reported. 

Aberdare Demolition 
were back on site on 
Monday (August 12), 


and final demolition is 
expected to be complet¬ 
ed within a fortnight. 

The site will provide 
52 affordable houses 
and flats in the area, as 
well as retail units. The 
project represents a £6 
million investment in 
total in the regeneration 
of Barry town centre 
and is funded with 
Welsh Government 
grant and private 
finance , secured by 
Newydd through a 
recent bond issue, 
which achieved an his¬ 
torically low rate of 
interest. 

Paul Roberts, Chief 
Executive of Newydd 


Housing Association, 
said: “We would like to 
thank Aberdare 
Demolition for securing 
the site and monitoring 
the birds over the last 
few weeks, while dem¬ 
olition was at a stand¬ 
still; they have been 
very helpful during this 
waiting game. 

“We would also like 
to thank local residents 
for also monitoring the 
site for us and inform¬ 
ing us of any seagull 
sightings. We look for¬ 
ward to the construction 
of these new affordable 
homes and will continue 
to inform residents of 
progress on the site.”

SEVEN Penarth 
and District

Since 1996, its capac¬ 
ity has been enlarged 
and a hydro-electric sta¬ 
tion has been construct¬ 
ed at its base. 

Despite breaking her 
wrist in a fall during the 
walk, one woman ram¬ 
bler completed the 
whole 14 miles! 

More than one red 
kite was spotted as they 
continued through the 
ruggedly beautiful 
Doethie Valley en route 
to Wales’ most remote 


white-painted chapel at 
Soar-y-Mynydd, still 
with its box pews, 
which are angled at the 
side so the congregation 
had a good view of the 
preacher. 

Following mountain 
and forestry tracks on 
their way back to Llyn 
Brianne, they pondered 
the many tales about 
Twm Sion Cati or 
Thomas Jones (1530- 
1609) who used this 
area as his playground 
and was known as the 
Welsh version of Robin 
Hood. 

This illegitimate son 
of Cati and Sir John 
Wynn of Gwydir was 
allegedly very hand¬ 
some, a highwayman, 
thief and prankster who 
was also a poet and bard 
who could disguise the 
animals he stole by 
using plant dyes and 
false tails! 

Legend states he hid 
in a cave on Dinas Hill 


near Ystrad-ffin and the 
cave walls are etched 
with carved names and 
initials of the many who 
have visited. His memo¬ 
ry is celebrated locally 
each year on May 17.

'Bus services must be prioritised’ 


D O you still have a 
local bus service? 
Depending on 
where you live in the 
Vale, this has become a 
real issue for many 
local residents. 

Since earlier this year, 

I’ve been frequently contact¬ 
ed by constituents concerned 
by the widespread cuts to 
bus services across the Vale, 
from Barry to Peterston 
Super Ely and Llantwit 
Major. 

Elderly residents are 
unable to get to hospital 
appointments; others have 
reported that they are 
unable to get to work and 
have to consider leaving 
work, as it is not financially 
viable for them to pay taxis 
or buy a car (if they drive). 

Back in April, after meet¬ 
ing local bus contractors, I 
understood that the current 
level of subsidy that they 
receive from the Vale of 


Glamorgan Council would¬ 
n’t allow them to provide a 
service on a like-for-like 
basis in the future. 

At that time, I called on 
the local authority to priori¬ 
tise their budgets to help 
support the local bus servic¬ 
es. 

As medical services are 
being centralised, bus servic¬ 
es become even more impor¬ 
tant. 

The service between 
Llantwit and Barry is essen¬ 
tial and key to accessing the 
hospitals in Llandough and 
the Heath in Cardiff. 

Bus routes X99 and 95 to 
Barry Island have also 
changed their routes, and 
elderly residents tell me they 
can no longer get to their 
local shops and amenities. 

The background is the cut 
to the Bus Operating Grant 
(BUSOG) provided by the 
Welsh Government, which 
subsidises the routes. This 


deal with the bus industry 
and local authorities has 
provided financial certainty 
for the concessionary travel 
scheme for elderly and dis¬ 
abled people. 

Administered by local 
authorities, they in turn are 
reimbursed by the Welsh 
Government. 

I don’t understand why 
the Welsh Government has 
cut the bus operating grant 
so much more than in 
England. 

I’ve raised the matter 
with the Welsh Government, 
but it seems that they are 
not going to change their 
plans. 

In the year that £52m has 
been spent on an airport, the 
Welsh Government needs to 
understand that some of the 
most vulnerable people use 
bus services for essential 
purposes. 

The Airport Express bus 
service linking Cardiff 


Airport and the city centre 
is funded by the Welsh 
Government, in conjunction 
with Cardiff and Vale of 
Glamorgan Councils. 

I understand from local 
residents and business own¬ 
ers that they have regularly 
seen the bus empty of pas¬ 
sengers. How much is this 
costing the taxpayer? 

While I support all efforts 
to help Cardiff Airport to 
attract new airlines and to 
make the airport sustain¬ 
able, I do question the cost 
of the service provided by 
the Welsh Government, 
when subsidies for other 
more essential bus services 
in the Vale are being 
slashed. 

It seems to me that the 
Vale Council must prioritise 
local bus services for com¬ 
munities across the Vale. 

I raised the matter with 
the Vale Council, which 
could support the routes 


directly. 

The Leader of the Vale 
Council advised me some 
months ago that they were 
going to review all their bus 
routes and the levels of sup¬ 
port over the summer. 

I’m yet to hear about the 
date for a review and would 
ask GEM readers to con¬ 
tribute their views once the 
review is published. 

Many Vale residents rely 
on the bus service for daily 
essentials - shopping, health 
appointments and, of course, 
travelling to work. 

Surely the council will 
prioritise its funding to sup¬ 
port essential local bus serv¬ 
ices? 

If the Vale received a fair 
funding settlement from 
Welsh Government, and was 
not one of the lowest level 
funded local authorities, this 
issue would be all the easier 
to rectify.

CAMPAIGNERS 
at a Vale-based 
charity are cele¬ 
brating - after the 
Welsh Government 
(WG) announced 
that £2.15 million 
had been put aside 
to bring robotic 
surgery to Wales. 

Prostate Cymru 
launched the campaign 
in earnest last year at the 
Llandow National 
Eisteddfod, and after 
keeping up a high-pro¬ 
file campaign, they were 
rewarded when the WG 
allocated the cash from 
its Health Technology 
Fund. 

The first Welsh robot, 
which makes a big dif¬ 
ference to the accuracy 
of a number of proce¬ 
dures, including prostate 
surgery, will be installed 
in the University of 
Wales Hospital, Cardiff. 

Prostate Cymru grew 
out of another prostate 
charity, GLAZE, which 
was founded by Ray and 
Lyn Murray, from 
Cowbridge, and Andy 
Thomas, consultant in 
urology at the Princess

Surveyors raised 
£5,000 for charities 



D EBT is one 
of the rea¬ 
sons why 
people turn to the 
Vale Foodbank for 
support - it may be 
only once or for a 
few weeks while 
benefit payments 
are delayed or 
changed, or it may 
be the low incomes 
of those in work 
that forces people 
into debt. 

The statistics for the 
Vale are reflected 
throughout the UK, 
where Foodbanks are 
meeting daily house¬ 
hold needs, especially 
the needs of children. 

We have now opened 
the third distribution 
centre for the Vale 
Foodbank, at Bethel 
Baptist Church in 
Llantwit Major. 

It was heartening to 
see so many people at 
the launch from the 
churches and communi¬ 
ty in the western Vale 
who are willing to 
come forward and vol¬ 
unteer for the Foodbank 
in Llantwit. 


I opened the first 
Vale Foodbank Centre 
at Coastal Community 
Church at the Colcot in 
September 2011. Last 
year, I opened the dis¬ 
tribution centre at 
Bethesda Church in 
Dinas Powys which 
serves the eastern Vale. 

At the opening of the 
Llantwit centre, the sta¬ 
tistics were given about 
the need for the 
Foodbank in the Vale of 
Glamorgan but as the 
coordinator, Sue Lloyd- 
Selby, said, we would 
much rather not be 
opening Foodbanks in 
this day and age. 

We need to look at 
the reasons why people 
need them and address 
the stresses in their 
lives, which includes 
the pressures of debt, as 
well as low incomes 
and benefit changes. 

I am glad there has 
been recognition of the 
difficulties people are 
facing because of rising 
prices, low incomes and 
cuts in benefits. 

Many people are 
forced to take out loans 
to help meet their daily 
bills. The Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Justin

Welby, has spoken out 
about payday lenders 
and the extortionate 
rates of interest that can 
be charged. He has put 
the spotlight on the 
worst practices that 
have been recorded. 

He has also offered 
new opportunities for 
churches to use their 
buildings, which is 
clearly being taken up 
in Wales and for the 
importance of Credit 
Unions, which the 
Welsh Government is 
backing with funding 
and support. 


The Vale of 
Glamorgan Citizens 
Advice Bureau under¬ 
takes vital work advis¬ 
ing people who are in 
debt, working closely 
with the Vale Council, 
which has an active 
welfare reform group 
bringing voluntary and 
statutory agencies 
together to address the 
growing needs arising. 

The Vale CAB has 
also undertaken a study 
of ‘money shop prac¬ 
tice’ in Holton Road, 
Barry which has 
informed their work. 

Within a short stretch 
of 321 metres, Holton 
Road houses seven sep¬ 
arately trading money 
shops. 

The Vale CAB study 
‘Easy Money, Easy 
Debt’ undertook a 
‘mystery shop’ study of 
the practises of these 
‘money shops’ in Barry. 

In their report, the 
Vale CAB says that ‘the 
bureau is witnessing 
evidence of increased 
client hardship’ as a 
result of the growing 
number of money shops 
in Barry. 

Although there was 
some evidence of good 


practice, the CAB 
report makes disturbing 
reading, which I am 
discussing with my col¬ 
leagues in the Vale 
Council and the Welsh 
Government. 

I will also be draw¬ 
ing this report to the 
attention of the OFT 
(Office of Fair Trading) 
and the UK 

Government, to call for 
swift action in support 
of Labour MP, Stella 
Creasy, who has cam¬ 
paigned tirelessly 
against irresponsible 
lending. 

At the end of June, it 
was reported that a mil¬ 
lion households took 
out a payday loan in the 
previous month. 

The evidence is clear 
- the payday sector is 
expanding, from around 
£900m in 2008 to £2bn 
today, and I back the 
calls for Payday loans 
to be capped, as we 
support our Advice 
Services and Credit 
Unions in the increas¬ 
ingly important roles to 
tackle this tidal wave 
affecting the poorest 
people in our communi¬ 
ties. 


BUILDING sur¬ 
veyors from the 
Vale Council have 
helped to raise 
more than £5,000 
for two charities.

ings and deal with the 
construction industry 
daily, while promoting

Excellence Awards give 
recognition to quality 
builders, which helps to 
get rid of cowboy 
builders and celebrates 
good workmanship. 

“I’m very proud that, 
in addition to carrying 
out their daily duties, 
our surveyors at the Vale 


have put so much time 
and effort into raising 
money for these two 
worthy charities.” 

Mark Stevens, 

regional development 
manager for Wales Air 
Ambulance, said: “It is 
only through the support 
that we receive from the 
people of Wales that we 
are able to raise enough 
funds to keep us in the 
air over Wales and con¬ 
tinue saving time and 
saving lives.”

Highlighting the need for 
*some joined-up thinking’ 


1 WAS surprised 
to hear Welsh 
Health Minister 
Mark Drakeford 
claim that the 
Welsh Ambulance 
Service should not 
be branded a “fail¬ 
ing service”, fol¬ 
lowing repeatedly 
missed targets. 

So if the ambulance 
targets are as he claims 
“blunt” and “clinically 
meaningless”, just how 


are we supposed to 
monitor performance? 

I am critical of this 
performance as just 62.6 
per cent of category ‘A’ 
emergency responses 
have arrived at the 
scene within eight min¬ 
utes - which is well 
below the target of 65 
per cent. 

I feel these results are 
deplorable and although 
the ambulance teams are 
doing their best in the 
circumstances, they are

STAFF from recruitment com¬ 
pany, Smart Solutions, have 
picked up their paddles and 
canoed 20 miles to raise 
almost £5,000 for the Bobath 
Children’s Therapy Centre 
Wales. 

Twenty-three members of staff 
from the recruitment company, which 
has an office on Wyndham Street in 
Bridgend, tackled the Brecon and 
Monmouth Canal to canoe a 20 mile 
stretch, while a further 11 donned 
their walking boots to trek 10 miles, 
completing the route on foot.

Vale brothers are 
cleared on 11 waste 
dumping charges 


AT Cardiff Crown Court, 
two brothers have been 
cleared of illegally dump¬ 
ing waste on a farm in the 
Vale. 

Natural Resources Wales 
brought the prosecution against 
Mr Nigel England, 50, of Pwll-y- 
Darren Farm, Welsh St Donats, 
and Mr Phillip England, 61, of 
New Road, Pencoed. 

They were found not guilty of 
11 charges. The jury could not 
reach a verdict on a remaining 


charge against their Siteserv 
waste management firm. 

The prosecution had claimed 
that illegal material had been 
deposited in a field at Pwll-y- 
Darren Farm, Welsh St Donats.. 

The brothers argued that the 
field had been legally filled in 
with inert subsoil from a 
Cowbridge flood alleviation 
scheme and from their own 
quarrying operation, for which 
they had permission. 

The prosecution has 14 days 
to decide whether to pursue the 


outstanding charge against 
Llandow-based Siteserv, which 
employs about 200 people. 

A spokesperson from Natural 
Resources Wales said: “We have 
a duty to investigate possible 
illegal waste activities and pros¬ 
ecute where we believe an 
offence has been committed. 

“Waste crime can harm the 
environment, impact on local 
communities and undermine 
legitimate business, so we will 
take action where appropriate.”

scam - 

LOCAL residents 
are being warned 
about a new scam 
which targets peo¬ 
ple who may have 
been mis-sold 

Payment Protection 
Insurance (PPI) in 
the past. 

Vale Trading 

Standards stated: “In 
most cases, consumers 
are contacted by phone 
and advised that they are 
owed a substantial sum 
of money. The scammers 
are often very convincing 
and hold the consumer’s 
personal details, which 
adds to the authenticity 
of the call. 

“The consumer is told 
it is quite simple to 
arrange this refund. All 
they need do is buy a 
Ukash Voucher for sever¬ 
al hundred pounds to 
cover an administration 
fee so the company can 
process the refund. 

“Ukash is a legitimate 
pre-paid electronic cash 
service which allows 
users to purchase money

online after obtaining a 
code from the company.” 

After handing over the 
Ukash code to the scam¬ 
mers, the consumer is 
advised that a representa¬ 
tive will visit their home 
shortly with a cash pay¬ 
ment from the PPI 
refund. 

“Of course, this never 
happens and once the 
code is disclosed to the 
scammers the money is 
cashed online”, said Vale 
council’s principal trad¬ 
ing standards officer 
Christina Roberts- 
Kinsey. 

“We warn consumers 
never to divulge personal 
information to unknown 
callers. Always refuse to 
make upfront payments 
to secure a financial gain, 
whether it be a refund, 
lottery win, prize draw or 
other such enticing 
offer.”

Tattooists and 
parents warned 


PARENTS and tat¬ 
tooists are being 
warned about the 
law surrounding 
tattoos and chil¬ 
dren. 

“Under the Tattooing 
of Minors Act 1969 it is 
a criminal offence to tat¬ 
too a child under the age 
of 18. Any tattoo artist, 
licensed or otherwise, 
found tattooing a child 
under the legal age could 
face criminal charges, 
and parents who give 
their consent, could also 
face criminal prosecu¬ 
tion,” said Marc Adams 
Jones, environmental 
health officer at the Vale 


Council. “Over the past 
few months, we have 
become aware of an 
increase in the number 
of home tattooists prac¬ 
tising their art without 
being registered as tattoo 
studios and plying their 
trade on youngsters 
under the age of 18. 

“The youngsters have 
been targeted whilst in 
school and we have 
received information 
relating to a number of 
14 and 15-year-old 
females being tattooed 
unsupervised, in unhy¬ 
gienic conditions, in 
bedrooms and kitchens 
of domestic properties.”

FRACKING: 

‘Wales is following 
Westminster’s lead’ 

- Friends of the Earth 


THE Welsh 

Government has 
refuted claims by 
Friends of the 
Earth Cymru that 
it has “turned down 
the opportunity to 
protect communi¬ 
ties from the threat 
of fracking, and 
will instead follow 
the pro-fracking 
lead from 

Westminster”. 

FoE said this week 
that Minister for 
Planning Carl Sargeant 
AM could introduce 
stricter planning controls 
on drilling for shale gas, 
but in a letter stated he 
would only act to protect 
communities in Wales if 
legislation is changed to 
do so in England. 

“Fracking can pollute 
groundwater, has 

already caused earth¬ 
quakes in England, and 
can potentially have 
even higher climate 
emissions than coal,” 
said Gareth Clubb, 
director of FoE Cymru. 

“Communities right 
across Wales are crying 
out for the Welsh 
Government to stand up 
and do something to pro¬ 
tect them from fracking. 
Instead it’s decided to 
wait for changes to be 
made in England - if 
they happen at all. 

“This makes a mock¬ 
ery of devolution. 
Instead of considering 
the particular circum¬ 
stances in Wales and 
protecting Welsh com¬ 
munities, our 

Government is hanging 
on the coat-tails of the 


most pro-fracking gov¬ 
ernment in Europe. 

“Devolution means 
we can follow a path that 
best serves the people of 
Wales. With areas in 
Swansea, Bridgend, 
Neath, Rhondda, 

Wrexham and Newport 
already licensed for 
fracking, the Welsh 
Government must be 
prepared to listen to 
communities here, and 
not just wait for the 
politicians in 

Westminster to decide. 

“There’s plenty of 
expert evidence that 
fracking won’t lead to 
cheaper fuel bills, but it 
will keep us hooked on 
dirty fuels and destroy 
any chance of tackling 
our climate change 
emissions. 

“Wales has some of 
the best renewable ener¬ 
gy resources on the plan¬ 
et - instead of this obses¬ 
sion with digging up our 
towns and countryside 
for every last drop of 
fossil fuel, we should get 
on with the job of being 
at the forefront of a clean 
industrial revolution.” 

ASSEMBLY 

RESPONSE 

However, a Welsh 
Government spokesper¬ 
son said: “Friends of the 
Earth are absolutely 
wrong in their assertion. 
We take decisions based 
upon the best interests 
of the people of Wales 
and in doing so we take 
account of the issues 
which will affect local 
communities in Wales. 

“However as Friends 
of the Earth know, the 
process of granting UK 


exploration licences, 
well consents and field 
development consents 
for shale gas is a matter 
for the UK Government. 

“Any operator pro¬ 
posing to either explore 
or extract shale gas in 
Wales will also have to 
obtain the necessary 
planning permission 
from the local planning 
authority. 

“Given the challenges 
of energy security and 
supply, we understand 
there is a need to look at 
the potential of this type 
of energy resource. 
However, there is also a 
need to fully consider 
all the evidence relating 
to both the exploration 
and potential commer¬ 
cial development of 
shale gas, and particu¬ 
larly any impacts on 
communities and the 
environment. 

“We will continue to 
engage with the UK 
Government and the 
regulators to ensure a 
robust evidence-based 
policy framework is in 
place for unconvention¬ 
al gas in the UK.”

THE DRAGON AT 
MAMETZ WOOD

AT about 8.30am 
on Friday July 7 
1916, the Cardiff 
City and 1st and 
2nd Gwent battal¬ 
ions attacked the 
eastern face of 
Mametz Wood. 

The wood was held 
by one of the best units 
in the Imperial German 
army and a smoke¬ 
screen, intended to 
screen the attackers from 
machinegun fire from 
Flatiron Copse, in what 
was to become known as 
‘Death Valley’, failed to 
materialise. 

As a result, the attack 
failed, with heavy casu¬ 
alties, none of our troops 
getting to within two 
hundred yards of the 
wood. 

Among those who 
died, were Capt J L 
Williams of the Welsh 
Regiment who captained 
the Welsh rugby side and 
played for the British 
Lions, Lieut Pryce- 
Hamer of the South 
Wales Borderers, a 
Welsh soccer interna¬ 
tional, and Lieuts Arthur 
and Leonard Tregaskis, 
who had emigrated to 
Canada, but returned 
when war broke out. 

Their first attack had 
failed. Between 4am and 
4.30am on Monday July 
10, two Battalions from 
north Wales, the 
Swansea Pals and the 
2nd Rhondda, made a 
second attack against the 
south face of the Wood. 

Col Carden of the 
16th Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers led an 
impromptu service and 
said: “Boys, make your 
peace with God. We are 
going to take that posi¬ 
tion and some of us 
won’t come back. But 
we are going to take it.” 

Then he tied a hand¬ 
kerchief to his walking 
stick saying: “This will 
show you where I am,” 
and led the battalion for¬ 
ward. 

He was hit twice and 
then killed, as his men 
broke into the German 
positions. 

For the rest of the day, 
the Welsh troops fought 
their way slowly for¬ 
ward through Mametz 
Wood. By nightfall, it 
was in their hands. 


Capturing the wood cost 
the Division 602 killed, 
585 missing (many of 
whom would also be 
dead) and 2,816 wound¬ 
ed, about one-third of 
their infantry strength. 

In 1985, a committee 
of the south Wales 
branch of the Western 
Front Association, 
decided to build a 
memorial at Mametz 
Wood. A sub-committee 
raised the necessary 
funds and commissioned 
David Peterson to make 
a statue of a dragon. 

The memorial, which 
carries the inscription 
‘ Parchwn eu hymdre- 
chion parhaed ein hat- 
gofion’ (We revere their 
endeavours. May we 
continue to remember), 
was dedicated on the 
71st anniversary of the 
battle and the 25th 
anniversary of the dedi¬ 
cation was marked by a 
service last year. 

The south Wales 
branch are still responsi¬ 
ble for maintaining the 
memorial and have 
recently launched an 


appeal to have the 
Dragon repainted and 
the plinth and site refur¬ 
bished for the centenary 
of the capture of 
Mametz Wood in 2016. 

The Welsh Assembly 
Government has made a 
generous donation, but 
more money is still 
needed. 

To help the appeal, 
Cor Meibion de Cymru 
have arranged a concert 
on Saturday, September 
21, in the Royal Welsh 
College of Drama.

The Will Smith-star- 
ring misfire may be 14 
years old, but is still 
spoken of in hushed 
tones; so when Gore 
Verbinski (director of 
the first three Pirates of 
the Caribbean films) 
reteams with Johnny 
Depp to have a crack, 
surely this pair who, 
together and separately, 
have made cinema box 
offices overfill, can’t go 
wrong? 

Well, if you believe 
the American box office 
and many critics, the 
pair have made a mis¬ 
step so severe that noth¬ 
ing can save it from 
total ignominy. 

However, given that 
this is the same country 
to make Grown Ups 2 a 
box office success, 
hopefully it will find a 
fairer response on this 
side of the pond.

The same can be said 
for Hammer: under¬ 
neath his matinee looks, 
lies an actor of real 
resolve and he gives the 
title character a gritty 
determination and pur¬ 
pose - but with that an 
ability to play the come¬ 
dy to perfection. 

Sharing a wonderful 
double act with Depp, 
he is half of a superb 
pairing. 

The rest of the cast - 
from villainous William 
Fichtner and love inter¬ 
est Ruth Wilson to Tom 
Wilkinson’s shady rail 
man - all play their 
parts well, but with the 
focus on the lead pair, 
they don’t get much 
more to do than deliver 
solidly entertaining per¬ 
formances. 

Gore Verbinski cer¬ 
tainly knows his way 
around a blockbuster 
and he gives The Lone 
Ranger a wonderful 
sense of spectacle, tak¬ 
ing the generic elements 
of the western and giv¬ 
ing them a bit of an 
edge. His ability to 
marry action spectacle 
and humour plays 
incredibly well. 

The care and atten¬ 
tion the set-pieces have 
been given is, at times, 
truly breathtaking; in 


particular, a grandstand¬ 
ing climax that is easily 
one of the best 
sequences offered up 
this summer in terms of 
invention and execu¬ 
tion. 

Certainly, the story 
stretches a familiar con¬ 
ceit to almost breaking 
point (it seems narrative 
is still Verbinski’s 
Achilles heel) while the 
film is definitely about 
30 minutes too long, but 
if you can overlook 
these slightly indulgent 
aspects, you’ll find 
plenty to enjoy about 
The Lone Ranger , a film 
most undeserving of the 
critical brickbats aimed 
at it. 

VERDICT: A per 
feet summer thrill ride, 
with spectacle, humour 
and an enjoyable sense 
of zest and zeal, The 
Lone Ranger is a very 
entertaining block¬ 
buster.

sessions with spinning 
wheels has, over the

unteers annually is to 
present a highly organ¬ 
ised agricultural show, 
attracting over 200 trade 
stands and crowds in 
the region of 20,000 to 
25,000 people - hope¬ 
fully, in a manner in 
which visitors can enjoy 
a safe day out, whilst 
viewing at close range 
the cattle, sheep and 
horses on display - 
which represent the 
very best of what the 
Vale of Glamorgan can 
offer. 

Weeks of work and 
planning go into arrang¬ 
ing the show field, from 
what is basically a 
green field site, into a 
large, one-day shopfront 
for farmers and the rural 
community to meet 
many town folk from 
the Vale and surround¬ 
ing areas. 

There is no computer 
imaging or sophistica¬ 
tion used, but bodies on 
the end of tape meas¬ 
ures using datum points 
such as water troughs 
and gateways in the 
perimeter of the field. 

Our committee and 
volunteers are so dedi¬ 
cated to the event that 
many of them turn up 
annually and they know 
their own tasks that lie 
ahead of them. 

One of the major 
tasks is to erect some¬ 
where in the region of 
one mile of security 
fencing around the 
show field, and with the 
work force in place, this 
can be achieved usually 
within 3-4 hours. 

Similarly, the volun¬ 
teers are back there by 
8am on the Thursday 
after the show, prepared 


for a long day’s graft 
clearing the site follow¬ 
ing the event. 

Litter picking is car¬ 
ried out by hand across 
the whole of the 65-acre 
site! 

I admit that some of 
the rules, regulations 
and health and safety 
requirements, which 
need to be complied 
with to run such a large 
event, are becoming 
beyond the scope of the 
average volunteer; and 
it is grossly unfair that 
such individual volun¬ 
teers could face the 
threat of prosecution if 
there was a major inci¬ 
dent that went badly 
wrong. 

To this end, the show 
committee are constant¬ 
ly reviewing all aspects 
of health and safety, and 
policies are put in place 
to deal with any major 
threat of incident at the 
show field. 

Whilst some of this 
work is now handled by 
professionals and semi¬ 
professionals, the future 
success of the show still 
depends (and will 
always depend) on its 
army of volunteers - 
and long may they con¬ 
tinue.

NEWS FROM THE 
FONMON APIARY 

It’s no fun 
being a 
drone, once 
your task 
is done! 


T hanks to 

the settled 
conditions of 
late, the bees are 
getting out and 
about, and carry¬ 
ing out their polli¬ 
nating services, in 
exchange for which 
their reward is nec¬ 
tar for the taking. 

Colonies have 
expanded and conse¬ 
quently swarmed, this is 
not always to the bee¬ 
keeper’s liking, but it is 
a part of the bee’s life 
cycle. 

‘Call out’ to swarms 
has risen, which has 
benefited several of this 
year’s beginners, and I 
have used a couple to 
restock my own apiary. 

The swarming 
impulse does not affect 
every colony every year; 
some may not swarm 
for two years or more. 

Many colonies make 
preparations to swarm, 
but then abandon the 
idea; very often it is the 
prevailing weather con¬ 
ditions that are the 
deciding factor. 

Who decides within 
the bee colony that it is 
time for some to leave 
and some to stay? We 
don’t really know. 

An alert beekeeper 
can spot indicators and 
take steps to try to con¬ 
trol the outcome in 
his/her favour, but we 
do not succeed every 
time. 

When the swarm does 
emerge, it is the old 
queen that leaves and 
she takes a good cross 
section of the bees with¬ 
in the colony with her. 

Prior to this emer¬ 
gence, the queen will 
have stopped laying 
eggs and she will have 
been fed less so as to 
slim her down and make 
her lighter and ready for 
flight. 

The departing bees 
will consume honey 
before they go, to 
enable them to exist out¬ 
side an established hive, 
and to sustain them 
while they set about 
making new honeycomb 
in their chosen spot. 

What of those left 
behind? 

Well, a new queen 
will emerge, as the 
swarming bees have left 
behind the wherewithal 
for that to occur. 

This new queen def¬ 
initely has a headstart, 
she is in an established 
hive that has provisions 
and ‘ready to use’ hon¬ 
eycomb plus bees, of 
course. 

This lady is not yet 
ready to take up her 
duties i.e. egg laying, so 


if her colony is to sur¬ 
vive she must be mated; 
she can, of course, lay 
eggs, but any eggs pro¬ 
duced prior to her mat¬ 
ing will produce drones 
{male bees ) and as it is 
the ladies who do all the 
work within the hive, 
and do all of the forag¬ 
ing outside of the hive, 
the laying of eggs to 
produce these worker 
bees is a must. 

The drone can only 
be described as a flying 
sperm bank, this is his 
only contribution to any 
colony, his sole purpose 
in life is to inseminate a 
virgin queen. 

This mating is done 
on the wing (flying) and 
the queen will mate with 
up to 20 drones and then 
return to the same hive 
that she came from. 

Not so for the drone, 
once he has injected his 
sperm into the queen, 
she will literally tear 
herself free of him and 
in so doing rips the gen¬ 
itals out of him and he 
drops to the ground 
mortally wounded. Job 
done. 

Our mated queen is 
now ensconced and giv¬ 
ing off a pheromone 
(chemical signal) that 
lets the other ladies of 
the hive know she is 
there and ready for duty. 

Another couple of 
weeks may pass before 
she starts to lay. 

She will not leave the 
hive again until she in 
her turn leads out a 
swarm in two to three 
years time. 

Last year two of my 
hives swarmed and new 
queens were produced; 
however, due to the bad 
weather at the time, 
these queens could not 
get out and, therefore, 
did not get mated - 
resulting in queens pro¬ 
ducing only males: no 
workers, no colony. 

The beekeeping year 
is drawing to a close: 
very shortly the drones 
that did not get to mate 
with queens will be 
expelled from the hive 
and will, of course, die. 

They have no use in 
the winter and come 
next spring new ones 
will take their place. 

Let us hope for a bet¬ 
ter survival rate for the 
winter to come - the 
beekeeper will do all he 
or she can to ensure this 
does occur. 

Varroa control will be 
undertaken as a further 
step to aid survival.

Fears over housing 
at Weycock Cross 


‘Still no lanes to 
make cycling safe’ 


1 READ again with dismay 
about the latest attempt by 
a building developer to 
build a housing estate at 
Weycock Cross, Barry. 

Sadly this appears to be the latest 
developer to ‘test the water’ in their 
desire to build 200 houses at Weycock 
Cross. 

Some may argue the houses are 
needed together with employment 
opportunities which would be created. 
However, there are many other rea¬ 
sons why this proposal should not be 
allowed. 

It is evident it is against planning 
policy of the local authority. It cannot 
be denied the site remains outside the 
development boundary. 

Equally, the land has been used for 
agricultural purposes not residential 
development. 

No doubt the developer will seek to 
capitalise on alleged lack of housing 
supply due to the delay of the new 
development plan. 

However, the local authority will 
no doubt deal with such an issue and 
therefore it is clear the planning appli¬ 


cation is premature. 

One would hope the local authority 
would defend its position, but ulti¬ 
mately this would potentially be at the 
expense of the council taxpayer in 
terms of legal costs. 

Surely there are far more suitable 
sites to build rather than the green- 
fields as suggested. Again this is 
against planning policy. It is concern¬ 
ing an additional 500 houses could 
also follow in close proximity to 
Weycock Cross if planning precedent 
was set. 

How would Port Road cope? 

Many commuters will already have 
witnessed disruption on Port Road 
itself. How would tourism in the Vale 
be encouraged, or Cardiff Airport be 
promoted? The road infrastructure is 
clearly inadequate. 

The public consultation period for 
planning permission has commenced 
and will end on August 27. 

It is important to write or email the 
council planning department to out¬ 
line any objections, quoting reference 
2013/00701/out.

The 
rear doors and boot can 
be opened or closed by 
pressing the appropriate 
button on the keyfob or 
by the front occupants, 
who can push the roof-

mounted switches as you 
can see in the videos at 
testdrives.biz. 

The rear passengers 
aren’t forgotten either, 
because there is a button 
close to the inside of each 
door to use if desired. 
The doors also automati¬ 
cally slide open when the 
external handle is pulled. 

These rear doors are 
especially user-friendly 
when children’s car seats 
need fitting because there 
is so much space. 

Traditional car doors 
that open outwards often 
pose a problem when 
they cannot be fully 
opened, for instance 
where there’s another car 
parked next to you in a 
car park. 

The third row of seats, 
which accommodate 
three passengers, is easi¬ 
ly lifted at the click of a 
button in the boot. This 
rises or falls with ease 
and when stowed, the 
boot is simply enormous. 

My wife likes the fact 
that there is a space 
between the two seats in 
the second row, giving 


passengers plenty of 
room and allowing for 
long items to be easily 
stored. 

As a treat, my eldest 
daughter is allowed to 
watch a DVD and head¬ 
phones are stored in a 
useful overhead compart¬ 
ment. 

This large vehicle is 
famed for its regular 
appearance in BBCl’s 
The Apprentice, where it 
ferries hapless candidates 
to Lord Sugar’s various 
challenges. It’s an ideal 
vehicle for such activities 
because there is plenty of 
room inside, making it 
perhaps more user- 
friendly than the slightly 
cheaper but more tradi¬ 
tional black cab taxi. 

With its brilliant black 
finish, chrome grille, 
door mirrors and handles, 
the Grand Voyager cuts a 
dashing figure, com¬ 
manding many a second 
glance from admiring 
motorists. 

I like the captain’s 
style seats, which incor¬ 
porate fold down arm¬ 
rests in the front and in 


the second row. The driv¬ 
ing position is excellent 
and it’s a responsive 
vehicle considering its 
size, although the brakes 
are not as responsive as I 
might wish on some 
occasions. 

The 2.8-litre diesel 
engine is a little rough 
around the edges and can 
be heard from inside the 
cabin but for me this just 
adds to the sense that it is 
a van and that’s quite 
appealing. 

It’s perhaps what the 
A-team might have 
moved up to if they ever 
became more sophisticat¬ 
ed. 

The six-speed auto 
box is guilty of being a 
little indecisive at times, 
usually when travelling 
at low speed up a hill and 
second gear might do the 
job just as well as third at 
around 25 to 30mph. 

Despite its size it has 
the power to safely over¬ 
take vehicles at speed 
along Wiltshire’s B- 
roads. 

Overall the Chrysler 
Grand Voyager is 
unequalled in terms of 
luxury and capability. We 
travel around 300 miles 
on under half a tank. A 
hard vehicle for the fam¬ 
ily to return.

Deaf golfers tee off at 
the Vale Golf Resort 


DEAF and hard of hearing players have 
taken up golf thanks to a new initiative by 
Golf Development Wales and the Vale 
Golf Resort and Spa, which is set to be 
rolled out across Wales. 

The scheme has attracted over 14 beginners to 
coaching at the club, while they also hosted the 
Deaf Four Nations Cup, with more than 40 play¬ 
ers from around the UK competing and staying 
at the resort. 

It is the first of a planned 20 inclusive golf 
hubs around Wales by 2015, providing quality 
sessions to disabled people within their commu¬ 
nities. This is part of the New Golf Development 
Community Strategy supported by Sport Wales 
and Disability Sport Wales. 

Golf Development Wales recently achieved the 
Disability Sport Wales Insport Ribbon Award, 
one of the first in Wales, and are working 
towards bronze standards. 

“The insport programme is a four stage award 
programme, designed to provide more opportu¬ 
nities for disabled people in sport, in terms of 
participation, coaching, volunteering, officiating 
and employment opportunities,” said golf devel¬ 
opment Wales officer Zoe Thacker. “When we 
originally set up this programme we had no idea 
the huge impact that it would have. 

“The aim was to set up a beginner golf devel¬ 
opment programme for deaf and hard of hearing
